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RADIOTELEPHONY 
ADIOTELEPHONY, a marvel of the age, is 
R being organized in Southern California under 
the supervision of the Pacifie Radio Trades 
association for practical adaptation as an edu- 





cational medium for places of business and the home. 
In line with progress the Times has arranged to in- 
stall a receiving and broadcasting station to be as 
efficient as any on the coast. 

Radiotefephony has come to stay and in no sense 
will it handicap or interfere with other established 
methods of communication. The commercial telephone 
is not to be put out of commission and the land 
service of the telegraph will continue in full im- 
portance. There are certain reasons why the radio- 
telephone cannot supplant radiotelegraphy, the tele- 
eraph or telephone. The human voice cannot be 
adapted with the accuracy and efficiency of the are 
code of either the radiotelegraph or the telegraph and 
as yet there is no method whereby the call of a 
radiotelephone station can be recorded to attract 
attention to the fact that communication with a given 
station is desired. 

On the other hand, the radiotelephoue is not to be 
considered in the light of a fad or a toy, for it opens 
a definite field of educational research, the value of 
which has already been acknowledged by the govern- 
ment and by the public. What the phonograph has 
added to the joy of living the radiotelephone is 
destined to augment and its benefits will accrue with- 
out encroaching on the field of the phonograph. 

Psychologically its effect on the coming generation 
is already far reaching, for there are hundreds of 
thousands of youth throughout the United States who 
are daily studying and using radiotelephone sets. 
Eveyr class of the grammar and high svhool grades of 
public schools has its nucleus of radio fans and if 
you want to learn facts about radio go to some lad 
to be found in every neighborhood and you will find 
that he can tell you more in ten minutes than columns 
of space could convey. 

Radiotelephony has made possible the voice contact 
with an audience of thousands and tens of thousands 
without the necessity of assembling humanity under 
one roof. It is pre-eminently a home acquisition, 
bringing to the fireside of the family circle news, 
music and other attractions. In this respect time 
alone will prove the far-reaching effect of this new 
marvel.—Los Angeles Times.

T HE brick mason works about 200 days of the 








year, but his family eats 365 days. The station- 
ary fireman draws pay for every working day 
in the year.

The ‘‘peak load’’ for the electric 
light company comes in the early evenings when in 
three hours more current is often demanded than dur- 
ing the remaining 21 hours of the day, but the 
plant must be ready to serve whem the public de- 
mands, Sundays included, regardless of the capital 
investment that while the equipment is 
loafing. Street car service is exacted ‘tin chunks’”’ 
but the transportation company must furnish it  be- 
cause it is a public service corporation, with an eye

Some encouragement is to be found in that. 

Every man has his own problem to work out. 
There may be some growers who feel that their losses 
are such that they are unable to proceed with the 
production of citrus fruit but they should be sure 
that they have exhausted every resource before sur- 
rendering. The aim of the Citrograph is to point 
out that the citrus industry is as stable as business 
as any; to show the man who is inclined to give 
way to his discouragement that there have been more 
serious disasters in the past and that the industry 
has met and surmounted them.
